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AN EXPLANATION OF THE HONOR SYSTEM 

The Honor System requires that a man or woman 
shall act honorably in all the relations and phases of 
student life. Lying, cheating, stealing, or breaking 
one’s word of honor are considered infringements of 
the Honor System. The result in such cases will 
always be dishonorable dismissal from the college. 
The pledge in classes on quizzes, examinations, writ- 
ten problems, and exercises, means that the work 
which the student hands in to her professor is her 
own, which she herself has done in accordance with 
the requirements of the course as laid down by the 
professor. The pledge shall be as follows: “I hereby 
declare upon my word of honor that I have neither 
given nor received help on this work.” The faculty 
will cooperate in establishing a clear understanding 
of these requirements. In any case of doubt as to the 
nature or extent of pledge the student should im- 
mediately request that the professor in charge make 
the requirements perfectly clear to the entire class. 

The Honor System requires in the second place 
that, when a student sees another student in sus- 
picious circumstances she shall investigate the matter 
as secretly and as speedily as possible and if she 
finds evidence of guilt, shall accuse the suspected 
student to her face. It is imperative that everyone 
recognize this duty of protecting the Honor System 
and the student body. Anyone who sees another stu- 
dent in suspicious circumstances and fails to investi- 
gate the matter is herself guilty of a breach of honor. 
Loyalty to the student body demands that one make 
this investigation. This can in no way be construed 
as spying or talebearing. It is the finest expression 
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of loyalty to a cherished tradition of honor among 
a community of self-governing students who wish 
to cooperate and work to the best interest of all con- 
cerned. The Honor Committee, duly elected by the 
students, represents the opinion of the students in this 
college and is in no way responsible to the faculty. 

It is always advisable to associate two or three 
fellow students, if possible, in making an investiga- 
tion. All materials having any connection with the 
case should be summarily taken possession of by 
the investigators, if need be against the wishes of 
the suspected person, as a matter of protection to all 
interests concerned. It is important to understand 
that the investigating students are the first to pass 
on the guilt or innocence of the suspected person; 
if they believe her to be guilty, they shall demand 
that the accused leave the college immediately; the 
right to appeal to the Honor Committee rests alone 
with the accused. In all fairness to a person accused, 
those who make the charges should have the pre- 
cise breach of honor clearly fixed in their own minds. 
A student may not drop a charge upon the agree- 
ment of the accused to resign from the college; if 
a breach of honor is suspected, the ultimate result 
must be the quasi-public dishonorable dismissal in 
every case where the accused is believed to be guilty. 
Furthermore, if a student leaves the college “under 
a cloud” (for example, after being involved in cheat- 
ing or some other dishonorable act) jurisdiction is re- 
tained by the students investigating the case. The 
student investigators shall give the suspected an oppor- 
tunity to return and face the charge. If the accused 
refuses to return, the student investigators shall re- 
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port to the chairman of the Honor Committee that such 
absent student is not entitled to an honorable dismissal. 

It is also important that every student should exer- 
cise the greatest care to keep herself free from the 
suspicion of evil. Such practices as leaving the exam- 
ination room for any length of time unaccompanied, 
or bringing text and note books into the examination 
room, or carelessly glancing toward another student’s 
papers — these are heartily condemned by the Honor 
Committee. While such acts do not themselves con- 
stitute an infringement of the Honor System, such 
practices are highly dangerous both for the indivi- 
dual and for the continued well-being of the Honor 
System. 

The Honor Committee earnestly discourages the use 
of pledges in all matters of personal concern; a woman’s 
word of honor, once given, is inviolate, and its use in 
regulating trivialities is highly dangerous. 

PROCEDURAL FEATURES 

1. Any student believing that a breach of the Honor 
System has been committed shall, with the assistance 
of such students of the college as she may desire to 
call upon, investigate the matter as secretly and speed- 
ily as possible. After a thorough investigation, if they 
believe the suspected person guilty of a violation of 
honor, they shall demand that she explain her conduct. 
In case the investigating group is satisfied that the 
suspected student is not guilty of improper conduct, 
there shall be no further proceedings, and nothing con- 
nected with the case shall be made public. If, after 
hearing her explanation, or after she has refused to 
make an explanation, the investigators are still con- 
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vinced of her guilt, they shall demand that she leave 
the college at once. 

2. The accused must then either leave the college 
or demand of the chairman of the Honor Committee 
that the Honor Committee be convened to try the case. 
The case shall be tried as soon thereafter as is conven- 
iently possible, giving primary consideration to the 
wishes of the accused. 

3. In case the accused leaves the college without 
trial by the Honor Committee, the accuser shall noti- 
fy the chairman of the Honor Committee of the name 
of the offender and the nature of the offense. Follow- 
ing such a notification, the Honor Committee shall 
take action to record the facts in the same manner as 
if the case had been tried before them. The status of 
the accused under such circumstances is the same as 
though she had been found guilty by the Honor Com- 
mittee. 

4. The Honor Committee shall consist primarily 
of the presidents of the four classes and a president 
who shall be elected by the student body. When sitting 
upon a trial, the house president of the dormitory in 
which the accused resides, or in case of an off-campus 
student, the off-campus representative, shall consti- 
tute the sixth member of the committee. Until the 
Freshman Class president is elected, the vice-presi- 
dent of the Senior Class shall serve in her place. In 
case of absence of any member of this committee, the 
next highest ranking officer in the class shall act in 
her place, the officers ranking in the following order 
— president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, and 
historian. 

5. On the trial of a case, the president of the 
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Honor Council shall act as chairman. The minutes of 
the trial shall be kept by an employed stenographer. 
These minutes shall be in the custody of the Honor 
Committee, and it shall be their duty to see that they 
are properly stored for safe keeping from year to 
year. 

The minutes of the trial shall be open to inspection 
by any person who may satisfy the Honor Committee 
of his legitimate interest in the case. No notes or 
memoranda shall be permitted to be made from the 
minutes. During any inspection of those minutes, there 
shall always be present at least two members of the 
Honor Committee. 

6. On conviction of the accused, the chairman shall 
report the name of the convicted student and the na- 
ture of the offense of which she was found guilty 
to the Registrar, who shall notify her professors, par- 
ents, and the Dean of Women. In case the accused 
is declared innocent, the minutes of the trial shall be 
immediately destroyed. It shall be within the discre- 
tion of the Honor Committee to give such publicity 
of the facts of a case resulting in a finding of guilt 
as shall be considered advisable. 

7. At the trial before the Honor Committee, both 
sides may be represented by counsel from the student 
body, but not otherwise. 

8. If, after thorough trial, four of the five persons 
who compose the Honor Committee are convinced of 
the guilt of the accused and shall so cast their vote 
in a secret ballot, the accused must leave the college 
immediately. 

9. From the decision of the Honor Committee there 
shall be no appeal. 
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10. A case resulting in a verdict of guilty may be 
reopened only upon the production of new evidence 
bearing directly on the question of guilt. Any per- 
son seeking to reopen a case shall appear before the 
Honor Committee and state the nature of the evidence. 
The committee shall then consider whether the evidence 
is sufficiently relevant to warrant a retrial. If a case 
is reopened, it shall be entirely retried. For the pur- 
poses of this section, the composition of the Honor 
Committee in cases of petition for retrial shall be gov- 
erned by the provisions of Section 4 of the Procedural 
Features of this code and no other. No member of the 
committee entitled to sit under the provisions of Section 
4 above shall be precluded from exercisisng such rights 
by virtue of his absence from the first trial. 

11. A definite time shall be set aside to explain 
the principles of the Honor System to new students. 
The speaker for this occasion shall be selected by the 
Honor Committee. A copy of the Honor System shall be 
in the Bayonet and the first edition of the college paper. 
A brief outline of the procedure of the Honor System 
shall be given to each student. 

REGISTRATION AS A STUDENT IN THE COLLEGE 
IS NOT CONSIDERED TO HAVE BEEN COMPLETED 
UNTIL THE PLEDGE CARD HAS BEEN SIGNED. NO 
GRADES OR CREDITS WILL BE RELEASED UNLESS 
THE SIGNED HONOR PLEDGE CARD IS ON FILE.

ADMINISTRATIVE POLICIES 


The Student Council under the advice, guidance, 
and supervision of Joint Council, serves as a link be- 
tween the administration and the student body. The 
Student Government, subject to approval of the ad- 
ministrative authorities, assumes responsibility for car- 
rying out the provisions of the Handbook and for 
promoting personal responsibility, loyalty, and a high 
sense of honor in individual students. 

The administration of the college is held responsi- 
ble by the State and by the public for the discipline 
and welfare of the students, and is vested with the 
authority and responsibility of enforcing regulations 
in the event of default on the part of Student Council 
or Joint Council. 

The college reserves the right to request any stu- 
dent whose conduct or general attitude is considered 
unsatisfactory and not in keeping with the standards 
and traditions of the college to withdraw, even though 
no specific charge is made against her. 

Hostesses. — Hostesses in the various dormitories and 
residence halls represent the college authorities and 
are responsible for the orderly administration of the 
respective dormitories or residence over which they 
preside. 

Student officials or the House Council are expected 
to cooperate with the hostesses in carrying out the 
dormitory regulations. 
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Student Clubs and Organizations. — Administrative ap- 
proval must be secured for the establishment of any 
club or new student organization on the campus. 

Faculty Sponsors. — All faculty sponsors of classes or 
student organizations must be approved by the ad- 
ministration. 

Programs and Performances. — All public programs or 
performances given at the college or anywhere else, 
either by the faculty or students, must be approved by 
the Committee on Theatrical Standards. 

Appropriation or Subsidy. — The college administration 
reserves the right to withdraw any appropriation or 
subsidy to any student organization or publication 
which does not conform to the traditions and stan- 
dards of the college, that tends to portray the college 
in an unfair and unfavorable light, and that is not in 
keeping with academic dignity.

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STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 
ORGANIZATION 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE STUDENT 
GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 

Mary Washington College wants only citizens who are 
willing to cooperate with its democratic program. If any 
student fails to abide by the legislation of our student 
body, the offense will be seriously regarded and subject 
to penalties ranging from a denial of social privileges 
to expulsion at the discretion of the Student Council 
and Joint Council. A Mary Washington girl is consid- 
ered a lady and is expected to uphold the standards of 
her college. The following rules and regulations formu- 
lated in accordance with Article IX of the Constitution 
shall be effective on and after September, 1956. All 
regulations are subject to class privileges. 

I. Dormitory: 

Each dormitory is under the jurisdiction of a House 
President, supported by representatives elected or ap- 
pointed from each Hall. This group, plus the Vice- 
President of Student Government, comprises the dormi- 
tory House Council which is responsible for enforcing 
the social regulations of the college and for creating 
a community spirit within the dormitory. In addition 
to House Council, in the Freshman dormitories there 
will be upperclassmen to act as counselors. 

A. House Council: 

1. Personnel: 

a. House President — Chairman. 

b. Vice-President of Student Council — Advisory 
member. 

c. Hall Chairmen — Dormitory hall representa- 
tives who shall elect within this group a dor- 
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mitory vice president, secretary, treasurer and 
and social chairman. 

2. Duties: 

a. Must handle designated disciplinary problems 
that arise concerning a member of their dor- 
mitory. 

b. May refer cases to the Student Council if the 
House Council deems it necessary. 

c. A student may have the right of appeal to the 
Student Council. 

d. Cooperate with hostess in maintaining order. 

3. Specified duties: 

a. House President — acts as chairman; has no 
vote. 

b. Dormitory Vice-President — assists House 
President and serves in her absence. 

c. Dormitory Secretary — takes minutes of meet- 
ings and cases. 

All cases must be posted on the dormitory 
bulletin board for a period of one week; a 
copy of each offense and punishment must be 
given the dormitory hostess and the Vice- 
President of Student Council. 

d. Dormitory Treasurer — collects dormitory dues 
and handles all monetary matters of the dor- 
mitory. 

e. Social Chairman — shall work in coordination 
with the House President and Hostess in plan- 
ning dormitory social activities. 

4. Meetings: 

a. House Council — shall meet every Thursday at 
10:30 p.m. 
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b. Each member of House Council must be pre- 
sent at the meeting. 

5. Election: 

a. Hall Chairmen — shall be elected each semester 
(time designated by the House President) in 
the following manner: 

The House President shall present a slate of 
two nominees from each hall. Further nomi- 
nations shall be made from the floor. The hall 
chairmen will be elected by members of the 
respective halls. 

b. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, and So- 
cial Chairman will be elected from hall chair- 
men. 

6. Phones will not be used after 11:00 p.m. except 
in emergencies. 

7. Students living in dormitories where there are 
no pay phones must reverse the charges on long 
distance calls. 

8. In case of emergency, permission may be re- 
ceived in advance to make long distance calls 
on the hostess’ phone in the dormitories where 
there are no pay phones. 

9. No student may leave her dormitory before 5:00 
a.m. 

10. If a student has a date calling before 9:00 a.m., 
she is responsible for meeting him. There will 
be no entertaining in the parlor before 9:00 a.m. 

B. Dormitory Hours: 

1. Each student is required to keep the following 
study hours: Monday through Friday — 7:30 p.m. 
to 10:15 p.m. 
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2. Each student is required to keep the following 
quiet hours: Monday through Friday — 11:00 p.m. 
to 8:30 a.m. 

Saturday midnight until 9:00 a.m. on Sunday. 

3. Radios and phonographs may be played during 
quiet hours but only if low enough not to be 
heard in adjoining rooms. 

4. Students are not to take baths after 12:00 mid- 
night. 

5. Students must be in their dormitories by 11:00 
p.m. Sundays through Fridays, and Saturdays by 
12:00 midnight. 

6. Seniors will be allowed two Saturday one o’clocks 
per semester. 

7. When returning to campus after the official col- 
lege holidays, students must be in their dormi- 
tories by 12:00 midnight. 

8. No student is at any time permitted to admit 
anyone or to leave a dormitory after closing 
hours except with permission. 

C. Rooms: 

1. Rooms must be in order at all times, including 
the disposal of rubbish and empty containers. 

2. Permission must be received from the Director 

of Dormitories: 

(a) to remove furniture from rooms. 

(b) to take down a bed. 

3. All articles desired on the walls must be hung 
from the molding. No nails, tacks, glue, or tape 
may be used on the walls. Clothes hangers must 
not be hung on the light fixtures. 

4. Cooking and ironing are not allowed in the in- 


27 


dividual rooms; special rooms are provided for 
this purpose. 

5. Valuables and money may be kept in the Bur- 
sar’s office. The college is not responsible for 
them otherwise. 

6. Men visitors are never allowed in any student’s 
room wtihout permission from the dormitory hos- 
tess. 

7. Trunks are not permitted in rooms. They must 
be packed and unpacked in the storage rooms. 

8. Any food kept must be stored in a glass or metal 
container. 

9. No food or beverages may be sold in dormitories 
except prepackaged candy bars, cookies, and the 
like, which may be sold at designated places by 
organizations with the permission of the Dean of 
Women. 

10. Any sales solicitation by individuals or organiza- 
ations must be approved by the Dean of Women. 

11. On Saturdays a student may spend the night in 
dormitories other than her own by checking 
with her own hostess when leaving, and with 
the hostess of the other dormitory upon her ar- 
rival. 

12. When exchanging rooms within the dormitory 
on Saturday night, a student must sign in and 
out with her hostess and on sign-out card. 

13. When a student wishes to entertain guests over- 
night in the dormitory during the week, special 
permission must be secured from the Dean of 
Women. No overnight guests will be permitted 
during examination periods. 

14. No pets are allowed in dormitories. 
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D. Laundry: 

1. Laundry will be collected and re-delivered to all 
the dormitories. 

2. Laundry bags are absolutely prohibited in any 
of the buildings and on the grounds of the col- 
lege except in the dormitories and laundry build- 
ing. 

3. Claims for lost laundry must be reported to the 
laundry within three days after receipt, and laun- 
dry slips must be presented. 

4. When receiving laundry other than your own, 
return it to your head resident. 

E. Lights: 

1. Freshmen and Sophomores must have their lights 
out at 12:00 midnight, except on Saturdays. No 
light cuts shall be granted. 

2. Juniors must have their lights out by 1 o’clock, 
except on Saturdays. No light cuts shall be grant- 
ed. 

3. Saturday night there will be no light restrictions 
except for Freshmen who may have lights on 
until 1:00 a.m. All students must observe quiet 
hour after 12:00 midnight on Saturday. 

4. Seniors have no light restrictions, except during 
final semester exams. 

5. All students are expected to get an adequate 
amount of sleep and if the privilege of lights is 
abused, strict legislation will be immediately 
enacted. 

6. Lights must be out promptly at 1:00 a.m. during 
final semester exams. This applies to all classes. 

7. On the final night of class benefits, with the ex-

ception of Saturday, lights in the respective dor- 
mitories of the class involved must be out at 1:00 

a.m. This does not apply to Seniors. 

8. Lights may be turned on at 5:00 a.m. 

F. Signing Out: 

Each student must sign herself out and in at all 
times. The student must return by the closing hour 
of the day and date recorded on the Sign Out Card. 
She must sign in immediately upon her return. 
Signing after closing hours counts as late minutes. 
1. Sign out cards are to be used: 

a. When leaving Fredericksburg: 

(1) for the weekend (must leave before 7:00 
p.m.) 

(2) for overnight (must leave before 7:00 
p.m.) 

(a) at home during week, get special per- 
mission from hostess and have her 
initial card. 

(b) other than home, get special permis- 
sion from the Dean of Women. 

(3) for the day during the week (must leave 
before 4:30 p.m.) 

(a) at home, get special permission from 
hostess and have her initial card. 

(b) other than home, get special permis- 
sion from Dean of Women. 

(4) for Saturday and Sunday (leaving before 
4:30 p.m.) 

b. When dating (riding and campus included) 

c. When not returning to campus until after 6:00 
p.m. 
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d. When spending night out of dormitory. 

(1) in another dormitory on Saturday night 

(2) during school vacations 

(3) in the infirmary 

e. When going to Quantico on Friday, Saturday, 
or Sunday. 

f. When visiting in Fredericksburg: 

(1) to spend night in town with immediate 
family, get special permission from hos- 
tess and have her initial card. 

(2) to visit in a private home in town or in a 
ten mile radius for the day or evening. If 
this involves a date, get permission from 
hostess and have her initial card. 

2. Reservations must be made in the Dean of Wom- 
en’s Office by 5:00 p.m. Thursday when spending 
the weekend in Charlottesville. 

G. Special Permission Must Be Obtained: 

1. From Hostess: 

a. to admit anyone, leave or come in a dormitory 
after closing hours. 

b. to allow male members of family to visit room. 

c. to go home for the day or overnight during the 
week. 

d. to spend night in town with immediate family 

e. to visit in a private home in town or a ten-mile 
vicinity for the day until 10:30 p.m. with a 
date 

f. to change destination after signing out 

g. to return at time other than sign out card in- 
dicates. 
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2. From Dean of Women: 

a. to sell prepackaged candy bars, cookies, and 
the like at designated places by organizations 

b. to leave Fredericksburg for the day or over- 
night during the week for places other than 
home. 

c. for special use of cars (only seniors, and for 
other extreme cases.) 

3. From President of Student Government: 

a. to change destination after signing out. 

b. to return at time other than sign out card 
indicates. 

c. to wear bermudas, etc. to college sponsored 
picnics and sports. 

4. From Parents: 

Written permission stating the name of the hotel, 
motel, etc. must be presented to the hostess for 
each visit to hotel, etc. in cities other than Wash- 
ington and Charlottesville. 

5. From Director of the Dormitories: 

Permission to remove furniture from rooms. 
Permission to take down beds. 

H. Parlors: 

1. Dormitory parlors may be used for the following 
purposes: 

a. Entertaining guests. 

b. Class and house meetings. 

c. Vespers. 

2. Dormitory parlors may not be used for the fol- 
lowing purposes: 

a. Club meetings, recitals, and entertainments. 

b. Eating and dancing at any time. 

c. Card playing on Sundays. 
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I. Fire Drills: 

1. The Fire Commander elected by the student body 
shall supervise the fire drills held at regular in- 
tervals throughout the year. 

2. At the time of the fire drill, students are respon- 
sible for the following: 

a. Wearing laced shoes and full length coats. 

b. Taking two towels. 

c. Closing all windows. 

d. Completely raising window shades. 

e. Closing transoms. 

f. Leaving on lights. 

g. Closing the door. 

h. Walking quietly to place designated by the 
Fire Commander. 

3. Any student failing to leave for a fire drill is 
subject to punishment by House Council. 

4. Only the Fire Commander and her assistants shall 
sound the alarm, except in case of fire. 

J. Taxis: 

1. Taxis may call for and unload passengers at any 
dormitory except Virginia Hall. Residents of this 
dormitory are to meet their cabs in Chandler 
Circle. 

2. Students hiring a taxi to take them out of town 
must register with their hostess. 

K. Signing Up For Rooms: 

1. Registration fees must be paid by the date 
designated by the College. 

2. Only those having paid by the above date will 
be allowed to draw for rooms first. Those who 
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are late paying will draw after the above have 
signed for their rooms. 

3. Numbers may not be traded. 

4. Students must live in dormitories designated ac- 
cording to classes. 

5. The maximum room occupancy recommended by 
the Dean of Women’s Office will be observed. 

6. Suites must not be signed for unless you have 
selected suitemates. 

7. Students may not sign up anyone as a roommate 
or suitemate who has not paid her registration fee 
by the designated date. 

8. Any vacancy left in a room may be filled at the 
discretion of the Dean of Women. 

II. Campus Life: 

A. Activities Available to Students: 

1. Ann Carter Lee Hall: 

a. Indoor swimming pool at designated hours. 

b. Billiard Room. 

c. Ping Pong Room. 

d. Bowling Alley. 

e. Recreation Rooms for indoor games. 

f. Pennant Rooms. 

g. Lounges. 

h. Gothic Room. 

2. Movies in George Washington Hall. 

3. Benefits in Monroe Hall. 

4. Plays in duPont Hall. 

5. Monday through Saturday students may engage 
in the following sports facilities at all times. On 
Sunday they may be used after 1:00 p.m. 
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a. Outdoor swimming pools at designated times. 
Framar and Trench Hill pools for residents 
of those dormitories only. 

b. Golf. 

c. Tennis. 

d. Horse-back Riding. 

6. Picnics: Students in groups of four, or when dou- 
ble dating, may go on picnics until 6:00 p.m. 

7. Regulations concerning sun-bathing are as fol- 
lows: 

a. Sun-bathing is permitted only (1) in the im- 
mediate area of the outdoor swimming pool 
when swimming; (2) in the designated areas 
behind duPont and Framar; (3) at Trench Hill 
and Tri-Unit ramps for residents only. 

b. Sun-bathing is not permitted on Sunday ex- 
cept for residents of Tri-Unit. 

c. Sun-bathers must be properly clad while sun- 
bathing and must wear a skirt or dress when 
going to and from the sun-bathing areas. 

8. Regulations concerning serenading are as fol- 

lows: 

a. A serenade chairman will be elected by each 
dormitory and will be in charge of the follow- 
ing: 

(1) Planning the serenade. 

(2) Securing permission from the Dean of 
Women by 5:00 p.m. of the selected day. 

(3) Notifying the hostesses of the dormitories 
involved. 

(4) Conducting the serenade. 

b. The hours for the serenades shall be between 
10:15 and 10:45 p.m. 
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c. The serenaders may enter only the parlors of 
the dormitories or remain outside, as they pref- 
er. 

d. Orderly conduct shall be observed at all times. 

e. Serenaders and those being serenaded must be 
properly dressed. 

9. College Dances: 

a. Dances shall end by 11:59 p.m. on Saturday 
in compliance with Virginia law. 

b. After this hour the Dean of Women may give 
permission for refreshments to be served. 

c. Should breakfast follow the formal dance, stu- 
dents must be in their dormitories by 2:00 a.m. 

d. Students who do not attend breakfast or who 
leave the breakfast before 1:30 must return 
immediately to their own dormitories. 

e. Students may stroll in lighted areas during 
formal and informal dances until 11:59 p.m. 

f. Dance dates may remain in parlors after 
dances until the closing hour. 

g. Formal attire is required for both students 
and dates at formal dances. 

h. Following a dance, students from Betty Lewis 
have ten additional minutes to get back to the 
dormitory; students from Cornell and Trench 
Hill have fifteen additional minutes. 

10. Students may leave the campus after dances and 
class benefits only with their immediate families 
or guardians. Exceptions may be granted by the 
Dean of Women at the written request of the 
parents. 
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B. Smoking: 

Smokers are held strictly responsible for any dam- 
age to college property and smoking in unauthor- 
ized places by anyone is a very serious offense. 

1. Smoking is permitted in: 

a. Dormitory rooms. 

b. Day students’ room in Chandler Hall. 

c. Pennant Rooms and Terrace Room. 

d. Room 8 in duPont Hall. 

e. Off-campus dining places with dinner or a 
snack. 

f. Lounges in Ann Carter Lee Hall for guests 
only. 

g. Parlors and Recreation Rooms of dormitories 
for guests only. 

2. Students are prohibited from smoking in all 
other places including the college bus and taxis. 

C. Drinking: 

Drinking of intoxicating beverages is not condoned 
at any time. 

The possession or drinking of intoxicating beverages 
within a thirty mile radius is considered a most 
serious offense. 

1. Drinking is prohibited: 

a. On campus and within a thirty mile radius. 

b. At all beaches, parks, and resorts. 

c. At Quantico except on Saturday night or when 
remaining overnight. 

2. At no time may a student return to the college 
with alcohol on her breath or under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. This is a serious offense and sub- 
ject to discipline by Student Council. 
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D. Dining Halls: 


1. Attendance: 

Students are required to be on time at all meals 

in order to cooperate with student waitresses. 

2. Student Hostesses: 

a. A Senior or Junior will preside over each 
table and may invite students to sit with her. 

b. The student hostess will dismiss her table at 
lunch; each dining room is dismissed as a 
whole at dinner by the hostess in charge. 

c. Etiquette and good conduct shall be maintain- 
ed by the student hostess at her table. 

3. Announcements: 

a. Only announcements which concern a large 
portion of the student body may be made in 
the dining halls. 

b. There must be complete quiet when announce- 
ments are made. 

4. Clothing: 

a. No head scarves or curlers are to appear in 
the dining halls except at breakfast, when 
scarves must cover pin curls. 

b. Socks should not be worn for the noonday 
meals on Sunday. 

c. Students wearing riding habits will eat in a 
designated dining hall. 

d. All coats must be hung in the coat rooms if 
not worn. They are not to be left on the backs 
of chairs, the floor, in the Dome Room, etc. 
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III. Off Campus 'Regulations: 

A student is under the jurisdiction of the college 
at all times, and is held directly responsible to the 
college for her deportment while away on weekend 
visits or enroute to and from the college. Stu- 
dents visiting away from the college or in the 
homes of their friends will not be expected to ad- 
here to all detailed handbook regulations, such as 
dinner dates, going to movies, riding in automobiles, 
etc. 

All parents will receive a form which they will 
be asked to fill out and return to the Dean of Wom- 
en. This gives them the opportunity to grant their 
daughter either general permission covering all 
absences from campus or limited permission in 
which they may specify their own restrictions. This 
includes dating and riding privileges and is subject 
to change according to parents’ wishes. The college 
reserves the right of final authority in all cases 
involving absences from the campus. 

A. General Regulations: 

1. Reading Day: 

a. To leave town: Students must obtain permis- 
sion from the Dean of Women. 

b. To leave the campus: Students may go to 
town; must return to campus before 6:00 p.m. 

2. No student may leave for overnight after 7:00 
p.m. except by special permission from her hos- 
tess or the President of Student Government. All 
such permissions shall be duly recorded. This does 
not apply to leaving before a holiday. 
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3. When a change of destination occurs, or when 
unable to return to the campus at the expected 
time, a student herself must request permission 
from one of the following: 

a. Hostess of her dormitory. 

b. President of Student Government. 

4. When not going directly to designated destina- 
tion from college, a student must indicate stops 
to be made before destination is reached. 

5. Each student must sign herself out and in at all 
times. 

6. Snacks: 

a. Girls in groups of four may visit Howard 
Johnson’s, the Hot Shoppe, Alman’s and Scot- 
ty’s for a snack, allowing themselves ample 
time to return to campus by dormitory closing 
hours. 

b. Monday through Thursday this counts as a 
night in town 

B. Trips to Town: 

1. Any student may go to town during the day 
without signing out provided she returns to the 
campus by 6:00 p.m. 

2. Students leaving the campus after this hour 
hour must be properly signed out according to 
class privileges: 

a. Freshman and Sophomores: Two nights a 
month in groups of four. 

b. Juniors and Seniors: Four nights a month in 
groups of three. 

3. Students may go to church on Sunday night ac- 
cording to the above class groupings unless going 
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by car or taxi. This does not count as a night in 
town. 

4. Appropriate dress is expected in town a & well 
as on the campus. 

5. Students may attend the movies or other ap- 
proved entertainment in town at any time except 
Saturday and Sunday nights in according with 
class privileges. 

6. Students may have their evening meal in town 
any night returning by 6:00 p.m. unless otherwise 
signed out. 

7. Students should for safety reasons cross the high- 
way at Snowden Street when going to Howard 
Johnson’s. 

C. Visiting in a Private Home: 

1. Students may have dinner in a home in town 
or may spend the day, informing hostess that the 
invitation has been extended. If this involves a 
date, special permission must be granted by the 
hostess. 

2. These students must sign in and out in their 
dormitories and return by dormitory closing 
hour. 

3. Students must return immediately to the college 
after leaving the home of their hostess. 

4. Students may visit in private homes during the 
day, provided they sign out on the sign out card. 

5. A student may be granted permission by the hos- 
tess to spend the weekend in town with her 
parents. 
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D. Out of Town Trips: 

1. When an absence from the campus will include 
days on which the student has scheduled classes, 
the absence must be approved in the following 
manner: 

a. Hostess if class cuts are available. 

b. Doctor if leaving for medical reasons. 

c. Dean of College if academic excuse is not cov- 
ered by a medical excuse. 

d. Dean of Women for other reasons for leaving. 

e. In absence of any of the above, the Dean of 
College or Dean of Women, shall have power 
to act. 

2. When girls are signing out for home during the 
week, the hostess may grant the permission. 

3. Students may take unlimited weekends provided 
there is no conflict with class schedule or college 
obligations. 

4. Seniors may leave for the day Monday through 
Friday without permission if they return by 6:00 
p.m. 

5. Students may visit neighboring cities on Satur- 
day and Sunday, signing out no later than 4:30 

р. m. and returning by dormitory closing hours. 

6. In neighboring cities students may spend the 
night in the following places only: 

a. Homes of friends or relatives. 

b. In Washington: 

(1) Meridian Hotel 

с. In Richmond: 

(1) Tourist homes approved by the Dean of 
Women 

d. In Charlottesville: Places approved by the 
social committees of the University of Virginia. 
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e. In Quantico: 

(1) Waller Hall 

(2) The Hostess’ House 

f. In Dahlgren: Tourist homes approved by the 
Dean of Women. 

g. When visiting in other cities, students may 
stay in hotels, motels, etc. only with special 
written permission (naming the hotel, etc.) 
from home, presented to the hostess for each 
visit. 

7. Students must comply with the following regula- 
tions when staying anywhere in Charlottesville: 

a. Room arrangements must be made in the Dean 
of Women’s Office not later than 5:00 p.m. on 
Thursday, and they may not be changed by 
students or dates except with permission of 
the Dean of Women at Mary Washington or 
the University of Virginia. 

b. Students must be in one hour after the feature 
dance; otherwise by 2:00 a.m. 

c. On Sunday nights they must be in by 12:00 
midnight. 

d. Upon arrival at Charlottesville, a student must 
notify her hostess in person or by telephone 
promptly. 

e. Students must remain in their approved homes 
until at least 7:00 a.m. 

f. Students must comply with rules set up by the 
Social Committee of the University at any 
time and under any circumstances when visit- 
ing there. 

8. Students may spend Saturday or Sunday at a 
neighboring beach except Colonial Beach, which 
may be visited by girls with dates only. 
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9. Students must leave the beach by 6:00 p.m. 

10. Students returning from trips must come directly 
to the college after entering the city limits of 
Fredericksburg, unless stopping to eat or accom- 
panied by relatives. 

E. Walks: 

1. Students may go for walks outside the city limits 
in groups of four or more on any day. 

2. Students with dates or in groups of two may 
stroll or visit historic places in town. 

3. Anyone taking these walks must return by 6:00 
p.m. 

F. Marine Ball: 

Due to insufficient housing at Quantico, students 
attending the annual Marine Ball are not permitted 
to spend the night. Dates may call for the girls but 
the girls will return to the College following the 
Ball on the College bus. 

IV. Dating: 

A. General Regulations: 

1. All students without general permission from 
their parents must have a calling list of ap- 
proved escorts. 

2. Men who disregard the standards and regula- 
tions of the college will be removed from the 
calling list by the Dean of Women. It is the policy 
of this college to discourage drinking at all times. 
Any caller on whose breath the odor of alcohol 
is apparent or whose conduct gives evidence of 
drinking will be warned and asked to leave im- 
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mediately. Any repetition will result in the re- 
moval of calling privileges. Students are expected 
to acquaint callers with the above regulations. 

3. The Guest Card: 

a. Dates must secure guest cards from the dormi- 
tory hostess where the student lives. 

b. On the first visit dates remaining in Freder- 
icksburg and the ten mile radius will be given 
a temporary guest card which must be re- 
turned to the hostess at the end of the evening. 

c. After the first visit a permanent guest card 
card may be obtained which must be shown to 
the hostess each visit. 

4. Students must sign out at any time, when dating 
on campus or leaving campus with a date. This 
does not pertain to dating in the parlor. 

5. Local Men: 

a. “Local” men shall be interpreted as those 
living within a thirty mile radius of the col- 
lege including Quantico, A. P. Hill, Dahlgren, 
etc. 

b. Local dating includes Fredericksburg and the 
ten mile vicinity. 

c. Seniors only may date local men on any night. 

d. Underclassmen may date local men on Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday only. 

e. Local men may date students for Lyceums 
and other special programs (as determined by 
the Dean of Women). 

g. Anyone disregarding the above will be re- 
moved from the calling list. 

6. Students must not be in the company of unap- 
proved escorts. 
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7. Riding in cars: 

a. Within a ten-mile radius of Fredericksburg is 
permitted under the following conditions: 

(1) Freshmen and Sophomores: One couple 
may ride to and from designated destina- 
tion. 

(2) Juniors or Seniors may ride without a 
destination with dates any afternoon until 
6:00 p.m. After 6:00 p.m. riding must be to 
and from a designated destination only. 

(3) For all rides with dates, students must 
sign in and out. 

(4) A student living in an off-campus dormi- 
tory may ride with her date to the campus 
for any college sponsored function or 
meal. 

b. Girls must not sit in cars on campus with men 
callers at any time. 

c. Students who attend movies in town at night 
with dates may have a snack before returning 
to campus. 

d. Any violation of riding privileges is considered 
one of the most serious offense and is punish- 
able accordingly. 

B. On Campus: 

1. Strolling during the day is permitted anywhere 

on the campus. 

At night strolling is not permitted in the follow- 
ing places: 

a. Area surrounding the dining hall including the 
bridge and path to duPont. 

b. Area surrounding the library including the 
amphitheater. 
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c. Area surrounding the infirmary including the 
tennis courts, hockey field, and cabin. 

d. Area surrounding Framar. 

2. All recreational facilities, excluding the swim- 
ming pools, are available except during class 
hours. Fees for horseback riding will be paid 
directly to the stables. 

3. Dances, entertainments, and movies sponsored by 
the College are offered. 

4. The facilities in Ann Carter Lee Hall are avail- 
able for students and dates. 

5. A student may entertain in the dormitory parlor 
of the building in which she lives, excluding Cus- 
tis and Madison. 

C. Off Campus: 

1. Movies may be attended at any time except Satur- 
day night and Sunday night. 

2. Students with escorts may have snacks in town 
returning by dormitory closing hours. 

3. Historic shrines may be visited. 

4. Friday, Saturdays, and Sundays students may go 
to Quantico for the evening, leaving no later than 
8:00 p.m. from the College. 

5. Beaches may be visited with a date until 6:00 
p.m. on Saturday and Sunday. 

6. Neighboring cities may be visited with dates for 
the day on Saturdays and Sundays, signing out 
no later than 4:30 p.m. and returning by dormi- 
tory closing hour. 

7. Picnics: When double-dating, students may go on 
picnics until 6:00 p.m. 
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V. Out of Bounds: 

A. The following off -campus places are out of bounds: 

1. The Pony 

2. Drive-in Theater 

3. Colonial Beach for girls without dates. 



VI. Miscellaneous: 


A. Protection and Preservation of College Property: 

1. Students are held strictly responsible for damage 
to buildings and equipment through carelessness 
or otherwise. 

2. The cutting of flowers or shrubs for room decora- 
tion or for any other purpose, or the mutilation 
of trees by cutting, breaking, or attaching pos- 
ters is strictly prohibited, and anyone committing 
such an offense will be required to make proper 
restitution. 

3. The use of candles or any other type of lighting 
which constitutes a fire hazard is prohibited. No 
candles are to be used in any of the buildings or 
on the campus except in the dining halls and the 
Terrace Room under close supervision. 

4. Any floral or decorative seasonal arrangements 
are not to be removed by any unauthorized per- 
son. 

5. The College is not responsible for the personal 
property of the students, no matter what the 
cause or nature of the damage. Families may 
carry such insurance as they deem necessary. 
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B. Telephones: 

1. Public telephones are located in Chandler, Ann 
Carter Lee Hall, duPont Hall, Monroe Hall, and 
George Washington Hall. 

2. Dormitory telephone regulations may be found 
under “Dormitory Hours.”

2. Students are expected to “dress” for Sunday 
noon meal.

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D. Dress: 
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7. Riding Habit: 

/a. May be worn only during riding classes and 
when going to and from the stables, except 
when there is not time to change before other 


classes and meals. 

. May not appear in the Student Activities 
Building after 7:00 unless they have been to 
a Convo or required meeting. Exception: May 
patronize the Book Store any night after 7:00 
if they have absolutely not had time to change 
their riding habit. 

Is not to be worn in the Terrace Room after 
7:00 p.m. on Friday and Saturday, and not at 
all on Sunday. 

Must not be worn in the parlor at all unless 
for class meeting or when passing through. 
Must not be worn down town unless for au- 
thorized activities. 

Must not be worn in the dining hall on Sunday 
for the noon meal unless a formal hunt is plan- 
ned. 

Is limited to students taking equitation. 

. Must include shoes when jodphurs are worn, 
but boots when breeches are worn. 


E. Illness: 

1. If a student is too ill to attend meals or classes, 
she should report to the college infirmary where 
she can obtain medical attention. 

2. In order to be excused from classes when going 
home for medical attention, the excuse must be 
submitted to the infirmary before leaving. 

3. If a student is ill after the dormitory closing 
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hours, she must notify her hostess, who will 
notify the infirmary to admit her immediately. 

4. A student must not leave the infirmary without 
the permission of the nurse or doctor. 

5. A student may call a local doctor of her choice 
after notifying the infirmary. The fee is then 
paid by the student. 

F. Graduation: 

1. Students must remain in their own dormitories. 

2. All students remaining for graduation are under 
college jurisdiction. 

G. Post Office: 

Students are asked to enter the right door and to 

leave by the left door. 

H. Marriages. 

Students who marry during the school year are 

required to notify the Dean of Women immediately. 

Failure to do so is a serious offense. 


VII. Automobiles: 

Hiding with anyone to whom the college has re- 
fused its social courtesies, or with anyone whom th 
college considers undesirable is forbidden. No stu- 
dent may accept pick-up rides except those specified 
below. Any violation of this privilege is considered 
one of the most serious offenses and is punishable 
accordingly. 

A. Possession and Use: 
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1. Only Seniors may bring an automobile to college; 
such cars must be registered in the office of the 
Dean of Women. 
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2. Seniors may use their cars to go away for the 
day during the week with permission from the 
hostess. They may also leave for the day on Sat- 
urdays, and Sundays, and for the weekend with- 
out permission. 

3. Seniors may use their own cars locally until 6:00 

р. m. After 6:00 they must sign out for designated 
destination. 

4. Written permission must be granted from par- 
ents for a Senior to have a car on campus or to 
operate a car locally. 

B. General Regulations concerning riding: 

1. Students may ride with the following: 

a. Dates, in accordance with general dating rules. 

b. Members of the immediate family. 

с. Town students. 

d. Administration, Faculty or their wives and/or 
husbands. 

e. Seniors. 

f. Townspeople to and from church. 

g. Parents of other students. 

2. Students may travel in a hired conveyance, reg- 
istering with their hostess if the ride will take 
them out of the bounds permitted by the college. 
For example: Hiring taxis to go out of town. 

3. Riding under other circumstances must be with 
permission from the Dean of Women. 

VIII. Convocation anjd Assembly: 

All students shall be seated alphabetically and 
according to classes by the Student Government As- 
sociation. Every student is expected to be in atten- 
dance at these exercises and in her assigned seat

unless taking cuts, or unless excusd because of ni- 
nes or for other valid reasons. 

A. Assembly: 

1. Held on Mondays at 12:30 p.m. 

2. Each student is entitled to 3 cuts a semester. 

B. Convocation: 

1. Held on Wednesdays at 7:00 p.m. 

2. Each student is entitled to 2 cuts a semester. 

3. One convocation a month is compulsory for stu- 
dent body meetings. 

C. Student Body Meetings: 

1. Special student body meetings, as announced 
may be held on Thursday at 12:30 p.m. 

2. Attendance will be required; an absence is count- 
ed as 2 cuts. 

D. Absences: 

1. Cuts cannot be carried over from one semester 
to another. 

2. Student Government is entirely responsible for 
reporting absences. 

3. After one overcut, a set of class cuts shall be 
forfeited. 

4. After two overcuts, the student shall be called 
before Student Council. 

5. Attendance at certain programs may be required. 
Those not attending will be charged with double 
cuts. 

6. All formal Convocations are compulsory for 
Seniors. 

7. The Dean may excuse students from Convocation 
and Assembly for essential business. 
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8. The President of Student Government may ex- 
cuse students from student body meetings for 
essential business. 

E. Orientation for New Students: 

Students are entitled to one cut in the Orientation 
programs. 

IX. Class Organization: 

A. Dues: 

1. Must be paid by November 15 for upperclassmen 
and by December 15 for Freshmen. 

2. Neglect of paying dues will result in the depri- 
vation of the following privileges: 

a. Voting 

b. Holding any office 

c. Participating in class functions 

d. Having pictures in the annual 

e. Receiving cap and gown. 

B. Sponsor: 

1. Class sponsors shall be elected by the class. 

2. The upperclasses may meet and organize prior 
to the appointment of the class sponsor. 

3. The class program for the year shall not be 
undertaken until the class sponsor has been 
elected. 

C. Benefits: 

1. The Vice-President of each class shall be the 
director of the benefit given annually by the 
class. 

2. The months for the benefits shall be as follows: 

a. Seniors — November 

b. Juniors — February 
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c. Sophomores — March 

d. Freshmen — April 

3. A student-faculty committee will review each 
benefit. After class benefits have been approved 
by this committee, they shall be given only as 
approved. This committee shall consist of the 
Dean of Women, the Vice-President of Student 
Government, and the four SGA Class Representa- 
tives. 

4. Room 1 duPont Hall is provided for painting 
scenery for benefits. 

X. Violations of Regulations: 

All decisions of the House Council shall be posted in 
the dormitory and the decisions of cases which are 
referred to Student Council shall be posted on the 
Student Government bulletin boards. These notices 
are not to be moved by unauthorized persons. 

A. House Council: 

1. The following shall be considered House Council 
offenses: 

a. Failure to attend house meetings. 

b. Tub or shower after 12:00 midnight. 

c. Coming in late — one minute to thirty minutes.. 

d. Breaking own strict study hour. 

e. Intentionally breaking another’s strict study 
hour. 

f. Failure to observe class groupings when taking 
night in town. 

g. Failure to sign out and/or in. 

h. Failure to ask hostess or President of Student 
Government for permission when there is a 
change of destination or when unable to return 
at designated hour. 
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i. Failure to obtain, or show, a guest card. Date 
not on calling list if girl has limited permis- 
sion. 

k. Use of telephone after 11:00 p.m. 

l. Lights not out at designated time — three warn- 
ings. 

m. Excessive noise — three warnings. 

n. Untidy room — three warnings. 

o. Smoking in unapproved place within the dor- 
mitory — three warnings. 

p. Improper dress in dormitory, parlor, etc. — 
three warnings. 

B. Student Council: 

In cases involving serious infractions of rules, Stu- 
dent Council or Joint Council may withdraw certain 
privileges from students who have violated college 
regulations. Punishments range, according to the seri- 
ousness of the offense, from the withdrawal of the pri- 
vileges concerned in minor rule infraction, to strict 
campusing or a modification thereof, probation, or sus- 
pension for infractions of a more serious nature. In cases 
of a very serious infraction, expulsion from the college 
will be in order. 

1. Strict campus includes the following: 

a. Loses any office she may hold. 

b. May not have men callers. 

c. Must go to all meals. 

d. May not attend dances. 

e. May cut no classes. 

f. May not spend the night in a dormitory other 
than her own. 

g. May converse with parents only on the tele- 
phone. 
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h. May not be absent from the campus. 

i. Will be recorded as suspended for the remain- 
der of the session if she withdraws voluntarily 
from the college, except for imperative rea- 
sons. 

2. Waiving of Penalties: In each case penalties may 
be waived by the body imposing them. 

3. Exceptions and permissions: 

a. Campused students who require dental or 
medical treatment may leave for treatment 
after obtaining permission from the President 
of Student Government. 

b. Campused students are permitted to attend 
church services on Sunday mornings. 

c. Strict campus does not pertain to holidays or 
between semesters. 

4. Notification of Parents: Parents or guardians of 
students who are on strict campus, placed on pro- 
bation, suspended, or expelled will be notified of 
the causes for the withdrawal of privileges by 
the President of Student Council and the Dean of 
Women jointly. 

5. A student who does not abide by her campus 
restrictions will be brought before Student Coun- 
cil and will be dealt with severely. 

6. Probation: 

a. A student may be placed on social probation 
if it is felt necessary by Student Council or 
Joint Council. 

b. Any rule violated during probation will result 
in expulsion. 

7. Immediate suspension and expulsion cases must 
leave campus within 24 hours after the penalty 
has been imposed. 
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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 
MARY WASHINGTON COLLEGE 

ARTICLE I. 

Name 

This association shall be called “The Student 
Government Association of Mary Washington College”. 

ARTICLE II. 

Purpose 

The purpose of this organization shall be to pro- 
mote personal responsibility, loyalty, and a high sense 
of honor in the individual, and to represent and fur- 
ther the best interests of the student body and the college 
by inculcating the underlying principles of self-govern- 
ment and democracy. 

ARTICLE III. 

Membership 

All students of Mary Washington College shall be 
members of this association. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Meetings 

Section 1. Regular meetings shall be held once each 
month. At least twenty-four hours notice shall be given. 

Section 2. Special meetings shall be called by the 
president under the following conditions: 

A. At her own discretion. 
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B. Upon the request of five members of the Student 
Council. 

C. By twenty members of the student body when 
emergencies arise. 

D. By request of the Dean of the College or the Dean 
of Women. 

Section 3. All students are required to attend these 
meetings unless excused by the President of the Stu- 
dent Government Association. 

Section 4. Quorum: 

A. Two-thirds of the members of the association 
shall constitute a quorum. 

B. A majority of those present is required for the 
adoption of any legislation. A majority is one more than 
half of those present. 


ARTICLE V. 

Legislative Department 

The legislative power shall be vested in the Asso- 
ciation as a whole. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Executive Department 

Section 1. Membership: 

A. President, senior. 

B. Vice-President, junior or senior. 

C. Secretary, junior or senior. 

D. Treasurer, junior or senior. 

E. House Presidents. 

F. Class Representatives. 

G. Town Girls’ Representative. 

H. Ex Officio: 

I. YWCA President. 

2 RA President. 
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3 Freshman Advisers. 

Section 2. Duties: 

A. Of the President: 

1. To call and preside over all meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 

2. To be responsible for the organization of the 
Freshman Class. 

3. To act as a coordinator with all other officers and 
stimulate them in their duties. 

4. To appoint all committees. 

5. To act as chairman of the nominating committee. 

6. To preside over Student Government Elections. 

7. To be chairman of the handbook committee. 

8. To serve on Joint Council. 

B. Of the Vice-President: 

1. To assume the duties of the President in her 
absence or at her request. 

2. To act as an advisory member of House Council 
and organize small dormitories. 

3. To act as chairman of the reviewing committee 
for benefits. 

4. To be in charge of Loyalty Night. 

5. To serve on Joint Council. 

C. Of the Secretary: 

1. To keep a record of all the proceedings of the As- 
sociation, Student Council and Joint Council. 

2. To write up cases for posting and the files. 

3. To take care of all correspondence and mimeo- 
graphing. 

4. To make a copy of election returns. (President’s 
vote is kept one year on file.) 

5. During elections: 

a. To take nominations. 

b. To check grades. 
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c. To see that names of all candidates are approv- 
ed by Joint Council. 

6. To serve on Joint Council. 

D. Of the Treasurer: 

1. To handle efficiently the accounts of the Asso- 
ciation. 

2. To collect all money due the Association and ex- 
pend the same. This is subject to the approval of the 
Association and under the direction of the President. 

3. To serve on Joint Council. 

E. Of the House Presidents: 

1. To be responsible for securing a spirit of co- 
operation in her dormitory. 

2. To cooperate with the hostess or person in charge 
in maintaining order and discipline. 

3. To appoint a Student Government member to 
serve in her absence. 

4. To call a regular meeting of the dormitory once 
a month. 

5. To plan social activities of the dormitory. 

6. To serve as chairman of House Council. 

7. To attend any Honor Council case involving a girl 
from her dormitory. 

F. Of the Class Representatives: 

1. To represent the interest of their class on Coun- 
cil and be responsible for reporting to them any matters 
concerning them. 

2. To serve as a member of the reviewing commit- 
tee for Benefits. 

3. To be responsible for the organization of sere- 
nades. 

4. To cooperate with the officers in carrying out 
the business of the association. 
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G. Of the Town Girls’ Representative: 

1. To keep the day students notified of all Student 
Government proceedings. 

2. To vote on all matters except those concerning 
the dormitory life of boarding students. 

H. Of the Ex Officio Members: 

Although these members have no voting power, they 
cooperate fully with the Student Council as coordinators 
of campus activities. 

Section 3. Duties and powers of the executive de- 
partment: 

A. The executive power shall be vested in a Student 
Council which will meet once a week. 

I. Special meetings may be called under the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

a. At the president’s own discretion. 

b. Upon the written request of two members of the 
Council. 

c. Upon the request of ten members of the student 
body. 

2. Student Council shall hear, decide, and affix 
penalties for all cases of violation of Student Govern- 
ment rules and regulations and standards of conduct 
required by the college. 

3. The Student Council shall study the needs of the 
Association and map out a program of work for the year. 

4 Student Council may refer outstanding cases of 
misconduct to the Joint Council for final decision. Any 
student may appeal by right from a decision of Student 
Council to the Joint Council. 

Section 4. Nominations: 

A. Nominations for the major offices shall be held 
the first week of January. 

B. A committee consisting of the executive mem- 
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bers of the Student Council and the members of the 
Honor Council shall prepare the slate for the four major 
offices of the Student Government Association; the Fire 
Commander; and the Honor Council President. 

C. A committee consisting of the outgoing senior 
members of the YWCA cabinet shall prepare the slate 
for the five major offices of the YWCA. 

D. A committee appointed by the RA president and 
consisting of members of the RA Council shall prepare 
the slate for the four major offices of the RA. 

E. Additional nominations may be made: 

1. From the floor at a student body meeting. 

2. And by a written petition signed by 5 per cent of 
the student body. 

F. A minimum of three nominees must be submitted 
for the election of those officers that are elected by the 
entire student body. 

G. The names of nominees must be approved by 
Joint Council and posted for one week before elections. 

H. Nominations for House Presidents are made by 
the present Freshman, Sophomore, and Junior Classes. 

I. Nominations for class and club officers are handl- 
ed by those groups. 

Section 5. Elections: 

A. Qualifications of Officers: 

1. The Secretary of Student Government must be 
skilled in shorthand and typing. 

2. No student may succeed herself in the same office 
for two succeeding years except in the case of incoming 
Seniors. 

A. A student must have a C average based on work 
for the two preceding semesters, except in the case of 
candidates for freshman offices. 

4. Ineligibility caused by conditioned grades can- 
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not be removed by merely making up the grades, un- 
less the conditioned grades were due to illness or en- 
forced absence from the college. 

B. General voting procedure. 

1. The entire student body shall elect the following: 

a. executive members of Student Government Asso- 
ciation, RA, and YWCA 

b. the President of Honor Council and Inter-Club 

c. the Fire Commander 

d. the May Queen and Maid of Honor 

e. Formal Dance Chairman 

2. Votes which are cast by secret ballot for the major 
offices of SGA, YWCA, RA, and ICA, shall be counted 
in the presence of Student Council members. This also 
includes class officers, May Court, and Formal Dance 
Chairman. 

3. Elections shall be on the basis of majority vote. 

4. The count of the presidential vote must be kept 
on file for one year. 

5. Two-thirds of the student body shall constitute 
a quorum for voting. 

6. All elections should be completed by April 1. 

C. Order of election. 

1. The president of Student Government Associa- 
tion and the president of Honor Council (to be elected 
between February 1 and February 15). 

2. The presidents of YWCA, RA, and ICA. 

3. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer of Student 
Government Association and Fire Commander. 

4. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, Freshmen 
Commissioners of YWCA. 

5. Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer of RA 

6. Class Elections. 
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a. President shall have preference over all other 
elections. 

b. Class representatives for each of the four classes. 
The freshman representative is to be elected immediate- 
ly before Christmas. 

7. There shall be a house president from the in- 
coming Junior or Senior Class for each of the dormi- 
tories. 

a. Freshman dormitories elected by the present 
Freshman and Sophomore Classes. 

b. Sophomore dormitories elected by the present 
Freshman Class. 

c. Junior dormitories elected by the present Sopho- 
more Class. 

d. Senior dormitories elected by the present Junior 
Class. 

8. Club presidents shall be elected within their 
groups. 

9. The Editors-in-Chief of the Battlefield, Bullet, 
Epaulet shall be elected within these respective organi- 
zations. 

D. Further Elections. 

1. May Queen — must meet the academic qualifica- 
tions and come from the Senior Class. Nominations are 
open to the entire student body. 

2. Maid of Honor — must meet the same qualifica- 
tions as the May Queen. 

3. May Court. 

a. each class elects six representatives. 

b. the Queen and her court shall elect the two flow- 
er girls and the two train bearers who may come from 
any class. 

4. Formal Dance Chairman. 
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a. elected from the Junior Class in the spring pre- 
ceding her Senior year. 

b. must have served at least one year on the Formal 
Dance Committee. 

Section VI. Resignation or Removal from Office. 

A. The resignation of any officer may be requested 
by Joint Council or Student Council, provided the said 
person has failed to perform efficiently the duties per- 
taining to her office, or because of misconduct. 

B. A vacancy caused by resignation or removal from 
office shall be filled in the same manner as previously. 

C. In the extended absence of a House President, 
a substitute shall be nominated by the Student Coun- 
cil and elected by the dormitory concerned. 

Section VII. Installation. 

Installation exercises shall be held as soon after the 
fall elections as is possible, at which time the newly 
elected Council members shall subscribe to the follow- 
ing oath: 

“I do hereby solemnly promise to support and main- 
tain the Constitution of the Student Government Asso- 
ciation of Mary Washington College and I pledge my 
best efforts to the efficient performance of the duties of 

of said association, to which 

office I have been elected.” 

ARTICLE VII 

Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall be vested in a 
Student Council and a Joint Council. 

Section 2. Duties and powers of the executive de- 
partment: 

A. To review the nomination slate for all officers 
of the association. 
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B. To hear and decide outstanding cases of miscon- 
duct and to affix such punishment as may be necessary. 

C. To hear appeals. 

D. To meet in the interest of the association. 

Section 3. Membership. 

A. The four executive officers of the Student Coun- 
cil. 

B. Three faculty members appointed by the Chan- 
cellor of the College, one of whom shall act as chairman 
of the Council. 

C. The Chancellor of the college shall be an ex of- 
ficio member without a vote but with the power of veto. 

Section 4. Meetings. 

A. At the call of the chairman. 

B. At the request of any member. 

ARTICLE VIII 

Freshman Training 

Each year the period of two weeks from the day of 
arrival shall be regarded as a period of training and 
orientation for Freshmen and all other new students 
in the college. No elections requiring the vote of Fresh- 
men shall be held until October 20. 

A Freshman Class sponsor is appointed by the ad- 
ministration for the purpose of assisting the Freshmen 
throughout the entire year. 

ARTICLE IX 

Rules and Regulations 

The rules and regulations for the government of the 
students under the Constitution shall be formulated by 
the Student Council and approved by Joint Council. 
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ARTICLE X 
Amendments 

Amendments may be made to this Constitution in 
the following manner: Any student may propose an 
amendment. Such proposal shall be made in writing 
and submitted to the Student Council. If acted upon 
favorably by Student Council, the proposed amend- 
ment shall then be posted for one week, after which it 
shall be referred to the student body. If two-thirds of 
the students, provided a quorum is present, vote in favor 
of the proposed amendment, said amendment shall then 
become a part of the Constitution. 

Amendment I. 

Section 1. Nominees 

Students nominated for president by the nominating 
committees of Student Government, Honor Council, 
Y.W.C.A., Recreation Association, or the Inter-Club As- 
sociation, if chosen by two or more of the above organi- 
zations, must select the one they prefer to run for. The 
nominee, if she fails to succeed in winning the desired 
office, may drop down and run for the other presidency 
or presidencies for which she was nominated, as long as 
she was nominated by the association’s committee. 
Section 2. Election 

The election schedule must be arranged so each as- 
sociation president will be elected on a different day. 
Elections shall be in the following sequence: president 
of the Student Government Association, president of the 
Honor Council, president of the Y.W.C.A., president 
of the Recreation Association, and the president of the 
Interclub Association. 
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Amendment II. 

Section 1. Freshman Dormitory Personnel: 

A. One house president. 

B. Three freshman counselors each in Virginia and 
Willard dormitories. In the smaller dormitories the num- 
ber will be in proportion to the number of freshmen in 
that dormitory as the Student Council sees necessary. 
Section 2. Duties: 

A. House President: 

1. Represents her dormitory as a voting member on 
both Y.W.C.A. and Student Council. 

2. Perform all other duties as set fourth in Article 
VI., Section 2,E. 

B. Freshman Counselors: 

1. Perform counseling duties. 

2. Carry out dormitory regulations. 

3. Aid the house president in planning dormitory 
activities and vesper programs. 

4. Accompany any girl on her floor who is to appear 
before Student Council. 

5. Work with the Freshman Commission on the An- 
nual Toy Show. 

6. At the end of her tenure of office submit to the 
hostess an evaluation or anecdotal report on each girl 
on her floor. 

Section 3. Election: 

1. Freshman dormitory house presidents and counse- 
lors will be nominated by the incoming junior class and 
a joint committee composed of the Y.W.C.A. nominating 
committee and the Student Council. 

2. They will be elected by the joint committee com- 
posed of the Y.W.C.A. nominating committee and the 
Student Council. 
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INTER-CLUB ASSOCIATION 
Policies 

I. The Inter-Club Association of Mary Washington 
College is the coordinating unit of club activities and a 
clearing house for the discussion of the problems of the 
extra-curricular program for the mutual benefit of every 
student at Mary Washington College. As such, it shall 
reserve the right to exclude from membership any club 
or organization which does not have a stated purpose 
and a functioning program. 

II. In order to be recognized and pursue a program 
on campus, a club must hold membership in the Inter- 
Club Association and conform to the policies and by-laws 
of the Inter-Club Association. For religious clubs or or- 
ganizations membership in the Inter-Club Association 
shall be optional. 

III. Application for membership in the Inter-Club 
Association shall be a petition stating the name of the 
organization, its purposes, an outline of activities planned 
for the school year, the name of its proposed sponsor, 
and proposed meeting time and place. This petition may 
be presented at any regular meeting of the Inter-Club 
Council. 

IV. The Inter-Club Council collects semester re- 
ports of activities and accomplishments from each club 
in the Association. These reports are compared with the 
established purposes of the clubs as stated in their con- 
stitutions. If it is found that any club is not following its 
purposes to the best of its ability, then the president of 
Inter-Club Association, after consultation with both the 
Council and the president of the club in question, shall 
have the authority to dismiss this club from the Inter- 
Club Association. After probation of one semester, the 
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dismissed club may request readmission to the Associa- 
tion, providing that a sincere interest in the purposes 
of the club, and the intention to follow them, are proven 
by its members. Approval for readmission of a club to 
the Association shall be left to the discretion of the Inter- 
Club Council. 

Purpose 

The purpose of the Inter-Club Association shall be 
to insure a coordinated program of club activities; to 
promote cooperation; and to enable each student to de- 
rive the greatest possible benefit from the extra-curri- 
cular activities at Mary Washington College. 

Membership 

The membership of the Inter-Club Association con- 
sists of the presidents of all of the recognized clubs and 
organizations at Mary Washington College. The Inter- 
Club Council, elected by and from Association, consists 
of representatives of groups of clubs having similar or 
related purposes. 

THE INTER-CLUB ASSOCIATION 
POINT SYSTEM 

as revised 1955-56 

I. PURPOSE OF THE POINT SYSTEM: 

To help students avoid an overload of extracurricu- 
lar responsibilities for the following reasons: 

1. to prevent forced neglect of class work 

2. to discourage neglect of extracurricular duties 

3. to distribute offices among a greater number 
of people 

The Inter-Club Council earnestly hopes that stu- 
dents will seriously consider the above reasons 
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and use the greatest discretion in accepting offices. 
The present revision of the system is aimed at 
allowing more flexibility in the combination of 
offices possible for the benefit of the students in 
the hope that such liberty will not be abused. 

n. CLASSIFICATION 

Offices are classified as follows: 

Absolute; Major; Secondary; and Minor. 

III. DISTRIBUTION 

Individuals may hold: 

1 Absolute, or 

1 Major and 1 Secondary, or 

1 Major and 1 Minor, or 

2 Secondary, or 

1 Secondary and 2 Minor, or 

3 Minor 

This distribution is the maximum load permissible 
per person. In many cases, considering the nature 
of the offices, a student would be unwise to accept 
the load permitted in the above distribution. No 
person may hold more than one office in a parti- 
cular organization. 

IV. OFFICES 
ABSOLUTE 

Presidents of SGA, YWCA, ICA, RA, and Honor 
Council

Purpose 

The realization that our lives, as students, are more 
than material, more than the pursuit of knowledge, more 
than the flight after personal happiness, led to the estab- 
lishment of the Young Women’s Christian Association 
of Mary Washington College. It declares its purpose to 
be: 

“We, the members of the Young Women’s Christian 
Association of Mary Washington College, unite in the 
desire to realize full and creative life through a grow- 
ing knowledge of God. 

We determine to have a part in making this life pos- 
sible for all people. 

In this task we seek to understand Jesus and follow 
Him.” 

Y.W.C.A. MEMBERSHIP 

It is the privilege of every student to become a mem- 
ber of the Young Women’s Christian Association of Mary 
Washington College. Membership can be attained by 
pledging oneself to uphold the purpose of the associa- 
tion. Members may be participants in a Freshman Activi- 
ty Group or a committee composed of students from 
every class or they may be associates. Associates are 
those who do not actively participate in either of the 
above groups, but who do uphold the standards of their 
“Y.” These associates are entitled to a vote in matters 
concerning the Y.W.C.A., and they are privileged to 
participate in the activities of the association. 

Committee Work 

Groups of students from all classes organized in stand- 
ing committees make possible the functioning of a wide

variety of activities. Members of these committees are 
active in the planning and execution of the work of their 
committees. 

FRESHMAN COMMISSION 
Groups 

Freshman members of the association have the same 
standing as upper-classmen members since they are in- 
vited to join committees the first semester. All fresh- 
men are encouraged to participate in one of the fresh- 
man commission groups in order to learn more about 
the functions of the local, national, and international 
Y.W.C.A.’s. The work within the freshman commission 
group is governed by the needs of the Freshmen in the 
group. From each of the groups is chosen a commissioner 
to represent the group and a portion of the freshman 
class in the Freshman Commission and the Y. W. Cabinet. 
A traditional project of the freshman commission groups 
is that of making toys for underprivileged children. 
These toys are exhibited at a doll show in December, 
and they are later distributed to the children at parties. 
Discussions, seminars, Bible studies are held in addition 
to activities of a more social nature. 

Y.W.C.A. Cabinet 

The cabinet of the Y.W.C.A. is composed of the officers, 
the chairmen of the standing committees, ex officio mem- 
bers from Student Government, Freshman Commission, 
and R.A. The officers and the chairman are chosen from 
members of the association. 

It is the purpose of the Cabinet to serve the campus 
by projecting a Christian philosophy into every phase 
of college life, by building the physical, developing the 
mental and social and inspiring the spiritual. 
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Senior Commission 

The Senior Commission is composed of capable Juniors 
and Seniors who are chosen by the Y.W. Cabinet to work 
as senior advisers for the Freshman Commission and to 
help the Freshman Class as a whole to feel more at home 
on the Hill. 

Freshman Commission 

The Freshman Commission is chosen to represent the 
Freshman Class in the Y.W.C.A. It is organized in the 
same manner as the Y. W. Cabinet and cooperates with 
the Cabinet on many of its activities. One of the highest 
honors attainable by a freshman is to be elected a 
Y. W. C. A. Commissioner. 

Y. W. C. A. ACTIVITIES 
The Kid Party 

The Kid Party, scheduled for Friday evening the 
second week of the fall semester, is anticipated with 
enthusiasm by students and faculty alike. Freshmen, 
dressed as little girls, compete for the coveted first 
prize and the recognition that comes with it. The “kids” 
parade before three judges who choose the best “kid” 
on the basis of childlike simplicity of dress and manner. 

Peanut Week 

A week before the Thanksgiving Holidays peanut 
shells are distributed in the dining halls. Within the 
shell is to be found the name of some student to whom 
one is secretly to play “peanut.” The object of the game 
is for everyone to see how nice she can be to her 
“peanut” without the latter finding out just who is the 
thoughtful person. The culmination of the fun comes on 
the night of the “Peanut Party,” when everyone learns 
the identity of her heretofore unknown benefactor. 
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Big: and Little Sisters 

The Big and Little Sister Plan is sponsored by the 
Y.W.C.A. and explains why you received a letter from 
some “nice stranger” who informed you she was your 
“big sister.” Although you had not heretofore been co- 
gnizant of the relationship, you were assured such a one 
existed and were urged to write “real soon” to such and 
such an address. 

During the summer each upperclassman desiring a

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The Recreation Association 

The purpose of the Recreation Association shall be to 
promote wholesome and healthful activity, to stimulate 
an interest in sports, dance, and recreation, to create 
a spirit of good sportsmanship, and to cooperate with 
other campus organizations in promoting and maintain- 
ing the highest standards of college life. 

The Recreation Association of Mary Washington Col- 
lege is a member of the national organization, The Ath- 
letic Federation of College Women. A program of sports, 
dance, and recreational activities to ease the strain of a 
busy life and to build efficiency is needed in any college. 
It is for such purposes that the Recreation Association 
offers a varied program of activities to meet the growing 
needs of the students. 

Every student enrolled in Mary Washington College 
is a member of R.A. and is eligible to participate in the 
activities sponsored by it. Early in the fall a sign-up day 
is held at which time every student is given an oppor- 
tunity to join a committee to help in planning and carry- 
ing out its activities. 

The Recreation Association conducts an orientation 
program for freshmen early in the fall semester to 
describe the activities and functions of the organization. 

Sports 

During the fall the college sports program includes 
intramural hockey, bowling, golf, archery, tennis and 
basketball tournaments. The Terrapin Club gives an 
exhibition and the Hoof Prints has a gymkhana. 

Bowling and volleyball begin in January and Febru- 
ary along with the general sports activities. 

The spring features archery, golf, tennis, softball, 
riding, and the continuation of the volleyball tourna- 
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merit. The Terrapin Club holds its annual aquacade and 
the Hoof Prints Club sponsors its annual horse show. 

All students are eligible for teams, and are urged to 
watch the Recreation Association bulletin board in the 
Student Activity Building and to listen for other an- 
nouncements of practice hours and game schedules. 

The riding, swimming, fencing, outing, and modern 
dance clubs — major clubs in the association — sponsor 
numerous activities throughout the school year and of- 
fer many opportunities for students to participate in 
the college sports, dance, and recreational programs. 

Devil- Goat Rivalry 

“And the Goat shall be your emblem.” The Goat is 
a symbol of which you shall grow to be proud. 

Devil-Goat rivalry prevails throughout the year, and 
is evidenced in several sports events. The climax of the 
competition is attained on Devil-Goat Day, when the 
Devils and Goats meet in a final series of events to de- 
termine the victor in the year’s struggle. Students who 
enter the college in an odd year are termed Devils, and 
those who enter in an even year are named Goats. There 
is a rivalry between the two clans each trying to amass 
the greater total number of points in frequent contests 
during the college session. At the end of the year the 
team having won the greater number of points is suit- 
ably rewarded. 

The Cabin 

Upon the crest of a high hill, in a remote and secluded 
section of the campus, stands the “Cabin,” which can 
boast of electric lights, running water, and a large indoor 
as well as outdoor fireplace, all of which help in creat- 
ing a rustic atmosphere. 

Linen, china, and cutlery are furnished by the college 
for any group of students wishing to go to the cabin for 
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picnic suppers or parties. Reservations must be made 
with the Cabin Chairman and arrangements made for a 
member of the faculty to accompany the group as chap- 
eron. A member of the cabin committee must also ac- 
company the group. 

Because of the location of the cabin surrounded by 
woods and leaves, great caution must be exercised when 
fires are built out-of-doors. Outdoor fires must be limit- 
ed to days and periods when they do not constitute a 
hazard. They should never be built during dry weather 
and on windy days and must at all times be in compli- 
ance with the State law. 

Alumnae Association 

Mary Washington College has a large and active 
Alumnae Association with members scattered over the 
United States and foreign countries. Many of the 
alumnae have achieved distinction in the fields of Art, 
Music, Literature, Business, Social Work, Education, and 
Politics. 

The purpose of the Association is to continue the ties 
between former students and campus life, to promote 
good fellowship among the members, to interchange 
ideas on alumnae and educational problems, to establish 
and promote chapters of the Association, and to aid in 
very possible way Mary Washington College of the 
University of Virginia. The Association endeavors to 
keep all former students in touch with news from the 
college. 

The alumnae office is in Room 204 of Ann Carter Lee 
Hall, where the Executive Secretary is located. 

Some of the activities of the Alumnae Association are 
publishing four news bulletins a year, keeping records 
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of all former graduates and students of the college, and 
organizing new chapters to become active with the pre- 
sent twenty alumnae chapters. The highlight of each 
year is the annual Homecoming held the first weekend 
in April at the college. A list of alumnae is available by 
geographical locations. 

Membership in the Association does not require a 
degree but it is for everyone who has established credit 
at the college.
